Sunday 1 I heard it, and it made me 
almost crazy. told Rose, and we went 
to Bellevue hospital to see about her. We 
were taken to the morgue, and oh! there on 
a marble slab lay poor Lou, with the flies 
buzzing about the white sheet that covered 
her. Some one there told us that she was to 
be buried in Potter’s field, but we could not 
allow that. Wewent to an undertaker’s, 
and promised to pay if they would take the 
body away and keep it until we arranged 
about the funeral, and they kindly promised 
to do so. We had no money, but we deter- 
mined to ratse it. This morning we got up 
bright and early, and with a subscription 
paper we 
WENT AMONG THE SALOONS 
and commenced to collect it. Some gave us 
$2, some $1, and others less. We did not 
know who would bury her. I wanted some 
minister, lam a Methodist myself, but not 
a practical one just now. So at last we come 
to the mission, and Mr. Bradbrook promised 
he would preach over her, and that it made 
no difference what she was or what her re- 
ligion was. I know very little about her for- 
mer life except that her right name is Louise 
1 and that her folks lived in Brook 
yn.

Probable Action in Regard to the 
St. Louis Postmastership. 


The Prosecution Closes its Testimony in 
the Hill Investigation—“Smuggled” 
Chinamen to be Sent Back—Reports of 
Yellow Fever. 


The Hill Investigation. 

WasnHineoTon, D. C., July 10.—Before the 
Hill investigating committee Coleman pre- 
sented some additional vouchers. In the 
Bartlett, Robbins & Co. case, in explana- 
tion of his offer, he said the vouchers showed 
that Bartlett, Hayward & Co. prepared plans 
and specifications for heating apparatus ‘for 
the custom-houses at St. Louis and Chicago, 
for which they were paid $4,800 for each 
building. The ground plans were prepared 
by the supervising architect. The firm was 
afterwards awarded contracts for supplying 
the heating apparatus at Chicago for $94, - 
000, and at St. Louis for $146,000. In this 
way, said Coleman, “they became superin- 
tendents of their own work.” 

Francis L. Arrison, a steam-fitter of this 
city, was examined. He said he had worked 
for Bartlett, Hayward & Co. in the treasury 
building in this city during 1880 and 1881. 
The workmen received two dollars per day 
and the heipers one dollar and a quarter. He 
signed no pay rolls. 

he prosecution announced that they 
had closed so far as the Bartlet 
Robbins & Co. case was concerned, an 
Thomas began the resentation 
of the case for the defense by 
calling K. L. Bartlett of Baltimore. 
He testified that he wasa member of the firm 
of Bartlett, Hayward & Co., successors to 
Bartlett, Robbins & Co. Wherever possible 
the material used in the extra work upon the 
New York postotfice was charged foi at con- 
tract rates.

Yellow Fever at New Orleans.

~ SUNDAY CLOSING. 


The Saloon-Keepers Will Insist 
Upon a Strict Enforcement 
of the Law. 


The Manner in Which High License Will 
be Evaded—The Charter Repeals the 
Sunday Refreshment Law of 1858. 


The board of police commissioners ate in ses- 
sion this afternoon discussing the Sunday closing 
question with Messrs. A. Thoman, Frank Mahn, 
Chas. Sweickhardt, Chris. Conrades and Wm. 
Goerlich, a committee appointed at a meeting of 
the Saloon-keepers’ Protective association to 
represent the dram-shop interest ina conference, 
which is to it of vital interest. Police Commis- 
sioner Kinkead said this morning, that it was 
doubtful whether the board took  ac- 
tion or not to-day. “You see our position 


is a delicate one. Weare divided to some ex- 

tent on the question whether as police commis 

sioners we are called upon to take up state laws- 
and act from them or to wait until the municipal 
assembly has perfected its ordinance, It is a very 
delicate penton that we are placed in, very deli- 
cate. and we are inclined not only to discuss it 
very thoroughly, but take the advice of the city 
counseior on the matter.” 

The city counselor, the reporter would state in 
this connection, had received no further notice 
that the police cou missioners desired his opinion 
as to their duty in the premises 
other than that conveyed in Lhe 
newspapers. Mayor Ewing declined to talk on 
the subject this morning, stating that the matter 
would come before tue board to-day. Vice-Pre si- 
dent Kerwin and Caruth have already expressed 
themselves as cominitted to the policy of enfore- 
ing all laws without fear or tavor. Dr. Lutz is 
against Sunday closing, if he can so vote and at 
apg time act in consistence with his official 
vath. 

According to the statement of several gentle- 
men who took a prominent port in the proceed- 
ings at Turner hall yesterday, the morning papers 
state the position of the association in- 
correctly. here were 1,200 salooukeepers 
present, and the Sunday question was given the 
tullest and freest discussion. Some of the saloon 
men made intemperate speeches, and urged an 
unanimous resistance to the closing-up order 
should it be issued. Tony Neidenweiser, the 
lessce of Schnuider’s garden, was violent in his 
stand, but the general seutiment was in favor of 
law aud order, and tuat feeling was embodied in 
aresolution. The resolution published in the 
morning papers represents the seutiments of 
Secretary Schweickhardt, and not the action of 
the meeting. briefly, the attitude of the saioon- 
keepers is this. and it is officiai: Suould 
the police commissioners conclude Ww  is- 
sue au order closing the saloons, 
the meinbers of the association will un next Sun- 
day comply without 8 individual notice. 
It cannot be said that this will apply to the large 
beer gardens, the owners of which will fight for 
the only day's business they get. To ciose a beer 
The saloon-Kkeepers’ 
association having set the example of obeying the 
law, will then formally request the mayor and po- 
lice commissioners to eniorce the letter of the 
law and prevent the livery stables, Sunday thea- 
tres, street Cars, street vendors, coutectivoners, 
cigar dealers. fruit stands, etc., from operating on 
that day. By this method they hope to render the 
Sunday law so odious that it will, within a week 
or two, become by tacit consent of all interests a 
dead letter. Everything depends upon the action 
of the police board io-day.

On two occasions last week the Pust-DISPATCH 
called attention to the fact that in 1857 there was 
passed by the Missouri legislature a special act, 
in brief as follows: 


“Section 1. That the corporate authorities of 
the different cirres in the county of St. Louis shall 
have the power, whenever a majority of the legal 
voters of the respective cities in said county au- 
thorize them so to do, to grant permission for the 
opening of auy establishment or establisuhments 
within the corporate umits of said cities for the 
sale of refreshments of any Kind (distilled liquors 
excepted) on any day in the week. 

“Section 2. Any person who shall on Sunday 
sell or offer for sale within the corporate limits of 
said cities any aistilled liquors shall be punished 
by fine of not less than $10 nor more than $50. 

“Section 3. The provisions of the first section 
of this act shalt not be construed as authorizing 
the sale of ardent spirits on any day mentioned. 
excel t a nov by ‘aw provided.” 

T.econststutnuity of this act was confirmed 
in 1865, and lager veer was declared a reiresument 
within the meaning of this act. Thoman, the 


wine dealer, and Neiderweisser, the ur- 
den man, were in high glee when 
this Was resurrected, and a morning paper 


made much of it to-day as Thoman's discovery.”

An Old Timers Reflections. 

One of the oldest saloon-keepers in the city, 
while discussing the dramshop question in a gen- 
eral way with a Post-DisPpaTcH reporter this 
morning, talked pertinently as follows: 


I have heen in the business for many years and 
am satisfied that if the authorities were half as 
diligent in enforcing other laws as they are in 
pursuing a crusade directly against us, it would 
avoid all this trouble. In the first place, ever 
since l remember, it has been a standing law to 
impose a fine on any saloon and grocery-keeper 
who shall sell to a minor or an habitual drunkard. 
Another law provides that it shall de the 
duty to arrest any and all persons found 
drunk, whether noisy or otherwise. It is also im- 
perative as a duty for all officers to arrest any 
erson or persons who shall create a disturbance 
n either a saloon or any other place of business. 
The sale of intoxicants is also prohibited to 
women, which Is rarely ever prevented by our offi- 
cers. I can cite many cases where all of these 
violations of the law have been tolerated and ¢car- 
ried on under the very eves of the guardians of 
the peace. If the laws were rigidly enforced, the 
saloon business would be just as respectable 
and legitimate as any other business. In 
regard to the Sunday law, I admit that itis an 
old law, but at the same time, what pleasure can 
a poor workingman have if on a Sunday he can 
not go to a garden or picnic and enjoy himself 
with his family? The moderate use of stimulants 
is not detrimeutal to one’s health, and by enforc- 
ing the laws just mentioned, no serious results 
can take place. The rich man has his sideboard 
and club to go to, where there is no license 
to pay; the Prohibitionists (including the her Ry) 
rer in private. I Know of what

those that are so bitter against us. Many a jug, 
keg’ and demijohn have 1 sent to residences 
marked vinegar, coal oil.

A NEW DEPARTURE. 

Both as a would-be expounder of demo- 
cratic doctrine and asa professed advocate 
of tariff veform, the St. Louis Republican 
„ew the track“ like a bueking broncho or a 
wild mustang the other day, when it de- 
manded the continuance of the internal reve- 
pue system, not for necessary and legitimate 
federal expenditures, but to raise funds for 
periodical distribution among the states, to 
pay their debts, support their local govern- 
ments or be otherwise expended by them as 
they may will. 

This isthe old favorite and familiar de- 
vice wherewith centralization and protection 
first bribed local greed more than forty years 
ago, and wherewith theyare again seeking 
to enlarge the margin for protective 
duties and to hasten the progress of 
consolidation. Forty years ago the 
only source of federal revenue besides 
the tariff was the sale of public land, and, to 
make a pretext for a higher tariff, they urged 
the distribution of the proceeds of land sales 
among the states. When the law providing 
for such distribution was passed, io 1841, 
Senator Benton, of Missouri, ina speech 
pronounced it not a case of misunderstand- 
ing the Constitution, but of assault and bat- 
tery, of maim and murder, of homicide and 
assassination, committed upon the Constitu- 
tion.” And now again the people who de- 
mand “‘a tariff only for revenue” rather than 
„n tariff for revenue only,” having failed in 
their last winter’s scheme to inflate the pro- 
tective duties by abolishing all internal 
revenue taxes, are urging the distri- 
bution of the proceeds of those taxes 
among the states. It is understood 
that the Pennsylvania Republican conven- 
tion will take the lead in committing the Re- 
publican party to this policy, which, in its 
ultimate analysis and logical reach, means 
the removal of all constitutional barriers to 
federai taxation, the payment of a thousand 
millions of state debts by the federal gov- 
ernment, the future support of all local 
governments by federal taxation, and, finally, 
absolute centralization of all power. This 
is the policy to which the St. Louis Republi- 
can has undertaken to commit the Democrats 
of Missouri. 8 

The Democratic party has always held and 
taught that the power of Congress to lay and 
collect taxes, imposts and excises is 
limited expressly to certain purposes 
distinctly specified in the section grant- 
ing the taxing power, to-wit: “To 
pay the debts and provide for the 
common defense and general welfare of the 
United States.“ That this delegated power 
authorizes Congress to lay imposts, not for 
necessary federal revenue, but to foster 
private enterprises and protect them from 
com petition, and that it authorizes Congress 
to raise money by taxation for gratuitous 
distribution among states, communities or 
individuals, are propositions which the 
Democratic party has always denied. They 
are the scaffoldings of a policy foreign to the 
nature and purposes of the federal govern- 
mentand utterly destructive of local self- 
taxation and economy. It is that burglarious 
“paternal” policy which filches millions of 
surplus revenue from horny hands for dis- 
tribution among office-holder§, lobbyists and 
scheming capitalists—which promises the 
voter higher wages, or mayhap ‘‘forty acres 
and a mule,” but only to make him sweat 
and groan under the exactions of remote, ir- 
responsible and profligate power.

THE GERMAN SUNDAY, 
What is the great distinctive difference 
between the American Sunday and the Ger- 
man Sunday?“ then asked the reporter of 
the managing editor of the Westliche-Post. 
The American Sunday is a copy of the 
Mosaic Sunday, or the puritanical. The 
Germans are not united on this subject. ‘The 
small minority try to keep just as strict as 
the Jews, but the great majority have 
for two centuries rendered their Sunday 
law very liberal. The state forbids unneces- 
sary labor, but does not forbid amusements. 
In the morning itis just as orderly and as 
quiet as in any American city. Ihe stores 
are closed, butina grucery a man can get 
wat he needs. Saloons are closed in the 
forenoon, but if he go in the side door he 
can get what he wants. People enjoy them- 
selves in a rational on 2 ome go to the 
fields and enjoy themseives. in the villages 
they group around the bowling 
alleys an the dancing places, 
eard-playing and tenpin-aileys are not for- 
bidden on Sunday afternoon. You can en- 
jov yourself as much as you choose. provid- 
ing you do not incommode your neighbor or 
disturb public order. There is some sects 
in small communities where they keep the 
Sabbath just as strictly as in Scotland. The 
rational vein of the German is to keep one 
half day for worship and the other half for 
pleasure. For instance: In German viliages 


none are forced to go to 
chureh, but mostly all attend in the 
forenouns, In the afternoons the pater fami- 
jias go to the village jun aud drink beer and 


wine, The boys go, too. Often the father 
takes his whole family and sit around one 
table. There is seidum drunkenness, and ail 
bears an air of rustic jolity aud mirtn. If 
the people were forbidden they would lay in 
the whisky demijohn in its place. This Sun- 
day method prevails not only in Germany, 
but over the most of Europe. 


A GERMAN PASTOR. 


The Rev. Dr. Gunther of the German Lu- 
theran church in expressing his views upon 
the Sabbath question said: I cannot do bet- 
ter than recite to you the language of our 
Augsburg confession, article 28. ‘nose who 
are ot the opinion that such an institution as 
Sunday instead of the Sabbath was estab- 
lished as a thing necessary eit very much, 
for the holy Scripture has abolished the Sab- 
bath, and it teaches that ali cer- 
emonies of the old law since 
the revelation of the gospel may be dis- 
continued. And yet as it was necessary to

“Yes, I’ve been twenty years on the river, 
and bave drank as much good whisky as 
the general run of men, and my grandfather 
before me liked a good drink. He drank his 

nsion up from the war of 1812 up to our 
ate war—but this thing has taught me, by 
G—d, that the isaloons ought to be closed on 
Sunday. There is no recreationin a saloon 
for me on a Sunday—that’s candid.” 

“Do you observe the Sabbath in any 
sense? 

“I opserve it by working for my family, 
and reading the newspapers at home.“

My idea of the Sabbath is that it is or 
should be a day of rest.

Is there any harm in a workingman fish- 
ing on Sunday?“ 

“Not if he goes for the purpose of fishing, 
and not to drink whisky.

They ought to close 
up those saloons on Sunday, though. 
In the afternoon the wife generally stays at 
home, and amuses berself with the children 
that don’t go to the Sunday-school; the most 
of the children go to the Sunday-school, 
though. I'm nota member of any church 
myself. I'm thinking of joining, though, 
soon, Don’t go to church at niguts, but gen- 
erally stay at home and enjoy my pipe.’ 

There was an honest, frank, straightfor- 
ward sincerity about the man that implied 
a great deal more than was said to the re- 
porter as respected the unwavering honesty 
of his views. 

My conception of the Sabbath!“ echoed a 
working-man, whose general appearance 
presented the unvarnished fact of his high 
respect ability. My conception is that of a 
Christian, though liberal in my views! It is 
a great mistake to attempt to suppress the 
liberal enjoyment of the people by closing 
the saloons on Sunday, for the saloon is un- 
questionably a public necessity, ‘There are 
hundreds of saloons in this city kept as re- 
spectable as the churches. Religious senti- 
ment may oppose this sort of thing, but 
the needs of a man’s stomach these days are 
often as pressing as the other desires of his 
nature. The Sunday closing movementis a 
mistake in so far as it means the suppression 
of healthy enjoyment. The very principle 
is a negative one. The n is all 
wrong. Carry this idea of the prohibitionists 
and the hich license folks out to their wished- 
for ends, and you and I would be the merci- 
lessly slaughtered victims of weak tea and 
cold water.
